Niagara-only wards good for region: MPs 


WELLAND — Niagara's four MPs are taking 
proposed riding boundary changes in stride. 

The Federal Electoral Boundaries 
Commission for Ontario has redrawn bound¬ 
aries of three local ridings. The recommenda¬ 
tions were made public Monday. 

change. The Niagara West-Glanbrook 
Tory MP also called it an improvement for 
Niagara. 

“I always felt Niagara warranted four full 
seats," he said Tuesday. “Right now it has 
three and three-quarters.” 

For his riding, the commission would 
change the name to Niagara West, drop a 
Hamilton section, and add Thorold and 
southern St. Catharines — the latter two now 
part of Welland riding. 

"For the people of Hamilton who found 
themselves in a Niagara riding, there was 
always a disconnect," Allison said. 

Allison said he is familiar with the area 
around Brock University but, if he is nomi¬ 
nated to run in the new riding, he would have 
to get to know Thorold. 

“It’s a natural extension from Pelham,” he 
said. 

Niagara West, would include Pelham, 
West Lincoln, Lincoln and Grimsby, now in 


Welland MP Malcolm Allen said he has 
just started looking at the change for his 

territory would add Fort Erie to Welland, Port 
Colbome and Wainfleet. He wants to hear 
what people in both areas have to say. 

“This is just the start of a process,” the New 
Democrat said of the proposal stage. 

The commission will hold a hearing at 
Niagara Falls city hall on Monday, Oct. 29, at 
1 p.m. The commission, which is also receiv¬ 
ing written comments, makes its final report 
next year. 

The New Democrat Allen, like Allison, said 
four ridings entirely within Niagara will give 
the region a stronger voice in Ottawa. 

“We had five (in the 1990s) but that 
changed with the last census. This happens 
every 10 years,” he said.

West-Glanbrook would shuffle in with other 
Hamilton electoral districts to give that city 
an extra riding. 

■ Ontario would gain 15 electoral districts 
as a result of the increase in its population 
to 12.9 million in the 2011 census, up from 
11.4 million in 2001. It now has 106 seats 
in the 308-seat House of Commons. The 
increase would bump it to 121 in a future 
house of 338. 

■ The proposed new districts in the 
province include two each in Brampton, 
Durham, Markham and Toronto. Singles 
would be added in Cambridge, Hamilton, 
Mississauga, Oakville, Simcoe and York. 

■ Electoral districts are assessed every 10 
years following each major national census.

Niagara College looks to have averted 
another strike. 

Ontario’s 24 colleges announced last week 
they have reached a tentative agreement with 
faculty — but it doesn’t quite give faculty what 
they wanted. 

242, Niagara CoEege’s union local, said she 
is happy an agreement has been reached, 
but it leaves much to be desired. 

“We wanted three things: more academic 
freedom, recognition of the time it takes to 
put together online courses and more secu¬ 
rity for partial load staff," she said. 

The two sides agreed on a two-year deal 
from September 1, 2012, to August 31, 2014, 
that states faculty salaries will be frozen, but 
eligible faculty can still move through their 
pay grid, and part-time staff wiR be the first 
considered for full-time positions and fac¬ 
ulty benefits will remain untouched.

CATHARINES — The 
social perks are up there with 
the dollar signs when it comes 
to how farmers’ markets fit into 
Niagara, a new research brief 
has found.

But beyond the economic 
perks and the lure of fresh food, 
there are social benefits, too, 
said researcher Doug Hagar. 
He studied 12 farmers markets 

Pelham’s Thursday evening 

He said about 60% of mar- 
ketgoers bring someone else 
when they shop, lending form¬ 
ers’ markets a social role. 

“I figured that we were going 
to see that farmers' markets 
were going to be struggling,” 
Hagar said. “I was pleasantly 
surprised to see that the oppo¬ 
site is true." 

He released his brief on 
the state of farmers' markets 
Thursday, at Market Square in 
St Catharines. 

The report found custom¬ 
ers spend about $32.06 each 
time they visit the market, plus 
$18.44 more at nearby busi¬ 
nesses. And 48% of customers 
come back weekly. 

Among tourists in Niagara to 
visit a winery, 48% attended a 
formers’ market. 

Hagar said market patrons 
also build bonds with each 
other, which has a positive 

sphere. He said many older 
patrons come for the commu¬ 
nity spirit

“They really enjoy talk¬ 
ing with vendors. They enjoy 
talking with other people they 
know at the markets," he said. 

That dovetails with Kate Job's 
experience. The 25-year-old, 
who sells local organic produce 
at the St Catharines farmers’ 
market, said many customers 
come by just to say hello. 

She said that city's market is 
especially strong because it's 
open three days a week. 


“A lot of markets are only on 
Saturday,” she said. “It doesn’t 
really integrate with the down¬ 
town community during the 

The municipality's marketing 
and event co-ordinator, Jane 
Bechard, said St. Catharines 
is planning its own surveys to 
gauge the market’s impact
